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As it is the duty of all loyal and faithful subjects to 
support the Government in all measures based on good inten¬ 
tions and public welfare, I have, with ray disciples, been of 
late impressing the Inhabitants of this country with the good 
motives of the Government and circulating notices to the same 
ofibet. At a meeting held at Qadian on the 2nd May 1893 in 
tn ’ s connection I had promised to prepare a medicine for the 
plague, and I am now glad to announce that the medicine is 
ready for uso. llg. 2,500 have baen contributed towards ito 
preparation by well-to-do gentlemen amongst my followers. 
Maulri Hakim Hoor-ud-din, late Physician to the Kashmir 
hitaio, lias provided rubies worth Rs. 2,000 and Shoikli Rah- 
mut-ul-lah, Merchant Lahore, Nawab Muhammad Ali Khan, 
Rais Malor Kotla and some other respectable persons have also 
given handsome subscriptions, Although my followers include 
amongst their number some able physicians and experienced 
doctors, yet this raciiiciDc has been prepared solely uuder the 
influence of Divino Inspiration. 


It is a Divine Law that at the time of such visitations 
God reveals by direct Inspiration the specific remedy of the 
evil to some of His chosen people, whose connections with Him 
are most sincere. In this ago Almighty God has been pleased 
to choose to perform this function. The cure which I proclaim 
lor the plague consists of two different medicines. Ono of 
them called the Tvryaq-i-ILaki or the Divine treacle has been 
prepared solely by me, and it is to bo takon as hereafter 
suggested. The other' which is to bo applied externally 
to the glands is an ointmemt called Marham-i-Jsa* or the oint¬ 
ment cf Jesus. 


Tt would not bo out cf ploco to give a brief history of this 
wonderful ointment. It was originally mode, about nineteen

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hundred year* ago, after tho crucifixion of Jesus Christ (pcaco 
be with him). It was prepared by the disciples of that prophet 
for applying it to tbo wounds on hia hands and feet; and it turned 
cut to be wonderfully officacious in curing the said wounds within 
forty doys. There is not the least doubt that Jesus did not dm 
upon the cross. He had, however, rocoivod sovore wounds which 
had rendered him so senseless when taken down, that ho w xh 
generally believed to be dead. But it j'b a fact that the body was 
on account of the presence of the Sabbath tnkou down from tho 
cross sooner than it was usual—so soon indeed that even Pilato 


marvollcd if ho (Jesus) wero already doad, und moreover when 
one of tho soldiers pierced his side with the spoar, blood caino out. 
Tbcso and such other circumstances* go a long way to provo 
that Jesus came down alive from the cross. Iu short when this 
ointment, tbo Marham-i-l&a, had restored Jesus to complete 
health, ho went out to preach tho Gospel to those sects of tho Jews 
that had scattered far and wide aud had settled in other countries. 
It is for this reason that in Islamic Theological Literaturo Jcsns 
is known under the name of Maaih, a word which means one who 
travels much. It seems that towards tho close of hia life ho 
came to Kashmir where tho Jews had taken an abodo several 
hundred years before—a fact which is admitted by jUr. Bernier. 
On further investigation it has been ascertained that this holy 
Reformer died in Kashmir at the age of 120 years, aud his 
tomb is still to bo seen in Sirimgar (Kashmir), Khan Yar Street 


The attendants of this tomb cherish a tradition saying that it in

then. Other evidence leaden* to the tome onneluion . for when the ibecipt** wot 
Jeans niter tho cniciiliiun, Thomas did uot believe that it WM Ids luaatcr. m.Ul 
Ss y* of «“»•. pat - hi* •• finger into th- 
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tlie resting-place of a Prinoo and Reformer, who came io Kash¬ 
mir from somo foreign country and preached reformation there. 
He is known in this country under the namo of \us-Asat which 
seems. to bo a corruption of the word Yam or Jesus. The 
tradition says as well that the saint, lived some eighteen or 
nineteen centuries ago. Thus on tbo one hand the Go3pel tells 
us that after the Crucifixion Jcsu9 safely left tho country of 
Pilate and the neighbouring territory of Galilee ; and on the 
other \vc learn of a porson of the same name coining to Kashmir 
for reformation at about the same time and dying there. These 
two when taken together assure us that tho holy traveller of 
Kashmir was no other than tho prophot Jesus. This investi¬ 
gation is originally based on the ointment known as the Marham- 
i-Isa or the ointment of Jesus which bas clearly falsified the 
popular supposition that Christ died on the cross'and has shown 
to our satisfaction that this ointment was originally made for the 
purpose of healing tho wounds which Jesus Christ (peace be with 
him) had rccoivcd on tho cross. This view is also in conformity 
with the words which Jesus spoke to tho Jews, vis., “ And there 
shall no sign be given unto it but tho sign of the prophet Jonas," 
a. statement which mcan3 that as Jonas had passed three days 
alive in the belly of the fish so he would enter into 
:md get out of the sepulchro alive. This ointment, the 
Mavliam-i-Isa, and the attendant circumstances vis., that it was 
prepared for the wounds of Christ by his disciples after the 
Crucifixion have been mentioned in almost all books on medicine 
by writers of all persuasions, Muslims, Christians, Jews and Fire- 
worshippers. In fact over a thousand books refer to it, but I 
give here, for the sake of brevity, tho namc3 of only two well- 
known authorities vis., the Qanun of Bu-Ali-Sina and tho 
Kmvd-u b-Sc>kvM of Ali Ibn-i-Abbaa (Magi).
